AFRICAN Birp AND MAMMAL SKINS GIVEN TO ACADEMY 


THROUGH THE GENEROsITY of Stuart N. Greenberg, member and friend of the 
Academy, the Department of Birds and Mammals recently received an out- 
standing collection of 133 bird skins and 124 mammal specimens from East 
Africa. 

Dr, Robert T. Orr, Curator of Birds and Mammals, said he was especially 
pleased to receive some 100 specimens of East African bats, many of which are of 
genera and families new to the Academy’s collection. 

The specimens are among the results of a safari to Africa taken last year by 
Greenberg and they were obtained with the aid of John B. Williams of the Coryn- 
don Museum in Nairobi, Kenya. Greenberg presented them to the Academy in 
January. 


TEN-YEAR INsEcTt CoLLECTION DONATED TO ACADEMY 


AN INSECT COLLECTION estimated to be worth $3500 was recently presented to the 
Academy’s Entomology Department. The collection was donated by Dr. Ken- 
neth E, Frick of the Washington State College Irrigation Experiment Station in 
Prosser, Washington. It consists of some 9,248 separate items, all of which are 
associated with the family of flies known as Agromyzidae. Dr. Frick is a recog- 
nized authority on this family and the collection presented to the Academy was 
collected by him over a ten-year period. 

Included in the gift are 3,800 pinned flies, 240 paratypes, 150 slides, 4,000 
larvae preserved in alcohol and 1,058 herbarium specimens of mined leaves and 
correlated larvae. 

The Agromyzidae family of flies is characterized by the leaf-mining activities 
of the larvae. These larvae will mine almost any type of leaf and are responsible 
for much damage to plant life. 

Dr. Frick donated the collection to the Academy in the hope that research 
work on the family will be continued. A complete card file kept by Dr. Frick 
during the ten years he has been working on the family also accompanied the 
collection.

In addition to a complete musical background, the voices of such waterway 
dwellers as tree frogs, wood ducks and Canada geese are recorded.
